ASTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A personal computer, comprising a microchip, the microchip comprising at least 
four microprocessors, exclusive of any digital signal processors (DSPs); a non-volatile 
memory component; a power management component; a internal firewall with a 
hardware component, the internal firewall being configured to allow and/or deny access 
to portions of the microchip both to a user of the personal computer and to a user of the 
microchip from a network of computers during a shared use of the microchip, and the 
internal firewall being configured to deny access to portions of the microchip from the 
network; and a wireless network connection mechanism configured to connect the 
personal computer to the network, the network comprising the Internet. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 130-280 (now renumbered 1-151) are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, which are the 
same reasons as originally set forth in the Office action of 5/22/2008 and repeated in 
the Office action of 10/9/2008. These reasons for allowance should not be interpreted to 
imply that limitations not specifically mentioned are immaterial to patentability. The 
specific limitations identified below have been considered in combination with the 
entirety of the claim in determining patentability. 

The prior art or record fails to disclose of fairly suggest a personal computer 
comprising at least one microchip and internal firewall configured to allow and/or deny

and a user of the microchip from a network to which the computer is connected, during 
a shared use of the microchip.
